Since Novaterm 9.6 was discussed at the 
August 4 BOD Meeting I remembered hav¬ 
ing read several articles in recent issues of 
Commodore World. 

In Issue 13 there is an interview with Nick 
Rossi the developer of the original 
Novaterm for the Commodore 64 and the 
final upgrade to 9.6. In this interview 
Novaterm 9.6 is referred to as a cartridge 
and there is a picture showing the car¬ 
tridge. Also in Issue 13 there is a 2 1/2 
page article on Novaterm 9.6 which states 
specifically that 9.6 does not come on a 
disk - *it is a cartridge’. 

In Issue 15 in Commodore and Computer 
Industry News there is an article concern¬ 
ing Novaterm 9.6. Near the end of the ar¬ 
ticle there is a paragraph “Novaterm 9.6 is 
no longer shareware; it is now commercial 
software. Novaterm 9.6 sells for $29.95. It 
comes on either a 1541 or 1581 disk, and 
it is shipped with a printed user’s guide”. 

From everything I have read Novaterm 
9.6 is a major improvement over previous 
versions and definitely way above anything 
else on the market for Commodore but I 
think if you are Interested you may want 
to call the distributer Performance Periph¬ 
erals Inc. 1-800-EASY-WEB. If you have

FAQ (Frequently Asked Questions) 

How do I exchange data among Commo¬ 
dore 8-bit machines? You can exchange 
data between Commodore machines in a 
number of ways, but each way requires 
an exchange medium, whether it be tape, 
disk, modem, or null modem. To trans¬ 
fer flies between any Commodore comput¬ 
ers with disk drives, you need to find a 
drive that can be connected to either com¬ 
puter, or two drives with compatible disk 
formats. Modems can be used to exchange 
the information, if both computers can use 
modems! Just perform a download on one 
end, and an upload on the other. Null 
modems can make this Job simpler, by re¬ 
moving the data-> telephone line step per¬ 
formed in a modem. With all of these 
methods, data files should transmit fine, but 
program file written in ML will most likely 
not work, and BASIC programs will usu¬ 
ally fall If loaded on a machine with a dif¬ 
fering version of BASIC.
